1. Attached agreement was discussed withmU^mH 
Cl Staff, who prefers to omit the following reference to overseas 
support in Paragraph I of the Agreement: 

"CIA participates in protecting the President 
and other persons designated in section 3056 
while they are outside the United States by 
assisting the State Department in performance 
of its agreement with the Secret Service to pro- 
vide such protection. " 

Otherwise, the Cl Staff concurs in the agreement. 

25X1 A 2. ^^Hwas in on the original agreement and is familiar 

with all aspects. As a result of the Warren Commission study, 
written agreements were to be obtained from CIA, FBI and State 
in connection with the support of the Secret Service. said 25X1 A 

CIA was faced with writing two agreements --one for within the 
U.S. and the other outside the U. S. At the time he felt State 
should write on the overseas phase. In the meantime, CIA had 
executed an agreement with the Secret Service involving pro- 
tection of the President within the U.S. (1965). Finally State 
completed its part in 1966 and is "now on the books. " Looking 

25X1 A at the State regulations, ^^Hsaid it was not necessary for 
CIA to execute a second agreement. 

25X1 A 3. further said there was no need to reference 

CIA's participation outside the U.S. in the attached agreement
